This day the Lood Fu/;eand deli aMcſage trom his Majeſtie to the Houſ- of 
Commons (tznding at the Barre arthe dd ivery thereof) which Mefſige was read at 
3 Conference with the Lords in the printed Chamber, importing that his Majeſtie was 
willieg to lay afideall memory of former birrernes, that he never declared his Parla« 
ment Iraycors, nor ſetuphis Standard againſt them, but proieſting againſt it before 
God and the world,and offers the Parliament in effe& ro pardon all that haye afliſted 
them,if they will pardon all that haye affiſted his Majeſtic, and to recall his Froclama- 
cions; and take downe his Standard,and coticludes, 'concerning them to conſider of the 
bleeding condition of Ireland. * |

Ct ſome Letters ſent from Dercheſter 


to ſome friends in Loudon : dated the third 
of September, 1642, 


He laſt weeke I wrote you of the pro- 
grefle that Marqueſſe Hariford and 
the Cavaliers had made, in the carry- 
ing on of their deſigne in theſe parts, 
and how they have intrencht them- 
wu? ſelves in Sherborne Caſtle; and like- 
wiſe of the daily. increaſe of their 
Company, both Horſe and Foote ; they continue ſtill 
inthe uſe of all meanes whereby to make themſelves 
ſecure, and the place ſtrong where they are; and the 
truth is, that irs much to be feared, that this County 
is intended for the Sear of Warre, ic beinga Champi- 
on place, fit for the purpoſe, and the rottenneſle of the: 
Gentry in theſe parts (we doubt) will be a-ſtrong 
induccmentrod:aw all the Cavaliers with their For 
ces hither : Many places have been atcempted for this 
purpoſe, bur ic ſeemes the deligne would not take in 
other Counties, donbrtiell: cvery Buſh muſt be beaten 
before they will give up the Game, : 
lhe Marquelſe haviug received a Commiſhon this 
laſt weeke to put In execution tie Array, be ſent Letr-

Alſo the Marquefſe ſent Mr; Lawrence the High- 
Bhcriffes Sonneof this County unto Wareham (which 
Is a conſiderable Pore Towne, and will cafily be made 
firong) with a Commiſſion to preſſe a hundred men, & 
to biller them in the ſame place, and this Mr. Law- 
rence to be the Captaiac over them : whereupon the 
Towneſmen laid hold of him, and pur bim into cu- 
Rady whilſt chey ſent hither ro che Deputy Lie-ute- 
pants : bur before the Meflengers retarned hee had 
wade an cſcape; however monies were ſuddenly dil- 
patchr hence,thar Souldiers might be entertained into 
pay forthe ſafety of the Townez ſo that now both 
Poole and Warcham are well fortified, and provided, 
the Souldiers come in chearfully, under the com- 
manCc of our Captaines, Capraine Gould hath ewenty 
men of his Rondrharcam riding ro his houſe laſt week, 
and roid him, that they had each of them a hundred 
pounda peece that rhey would ſpend in the cauſe.

The next monday the Lord Bedfords forces and ours 
meere at Sherbexe, the Lord Bedford brings 200co, 
with him, and eiphr or cen pieces of Ordnance: rchere 
18 IOCO. men will be with as tais night out of Devox- 
ſhire, and we have here two thouſand to joyne with 
them, and foure good pieces of ordnance, The Mar- 
queſſe hath not with himabove 500 horſe, moſtof them

The Cavaliers thar are with the Marqueſſe commic 
many outrages day ly in theſe parts,the laſt wedenſday 
as we are cretibly informed, rwoot them mer a maid 
and raviſhrher, & then tryed herto acree ſtark naked, 
and ſtopr her mouth, bur an honeftman comming pre- 
ſenrly by, and ſeeing her, untyed her, and rooke the 
cloth our of her mouth, & then ſhe cold him that they 
were two Horſemen thar uſed her ſo cruelly,who cold, 
her they would go to ſuch a place:hard by to drinke, 
who indeed did (o ad were there taken and apprehen- 
ded and (ent to 1llcheſler Goale. 

Threeor 4 of them were coming through alictlz 
village nere Sherbone, called Marfion, and having bin 
atan Alehouſe by, and there heard of an honeſt man 
living in chart pariſh, inquired for his houſe, and when 
they found ir, askrfor him , but the dore they fouud 
faſt ſhur, whereupon theſe rogues called our often to 
him by thefimple name of Round-head, and he com- 
ming nor torth rorhem, they ſhot three or foure times 
ehrough his doore and ſo departed;they alſo rob many 
men and women, that Countrey people dare ſcarce 
ſtir forth neare Sherbone. 

Laſt churſday one of the Cavaliers kild a pvor harm- 
leſſe man in the Market ar Sherboxe ( being about his 
buſinefſe) and wirhour any the leaſt occaſion ran to 


him and ſtruck him firſt {with his ſtick, and then with

his owne'ſword intothe'srnll. Thope we ſhall not be 
Jong troubled with them, had oar Connery bin as 0- 
thers are, and our Gentlemen nor fo bad, wee had bin 
rid of themere this, (our: feares' lye chiefly now at 
weymonth, (4 conſiderable port Towne) which hath ir 
ic cfigh upon ewenty demy Cylverins & above 40. Sa- 
kersand Minyon,the Towneſmen are (o malignanc, 
tharthey willnot admit of any ſtrength ta be ſent in 
'Sar'of rhe Countrey : we oftered them 150. men of a 
rraifie bond, rieare them, being men they well know, 
and would havepaidthem 7.5. a weeke each man, but 
this offet was refuſed:you muſt pray for agood.ſucceſſe 
to this Weekes worke, for it-will be of much con-
